Charges by Fish Break Calm. 

The exact text of the resolution could not 
be secured. Mr. Fish would not give it out, 
nor, for that matter, would he make any 
comment on any of the proceedings of the 
meeting. Most of the others present were 
equally reticent in regard to the contents ot 
the resolution. One of them did, however, 
let it be known that the resolutign was a 
sharp arraignment of the management of the 
road on the ground that it was dictated in the 
interest of the Harriman lines generally and 
not in that of the Illinois Central particularly. 

In a portion of it the charge was made that 
the majority of the directors were the tools 
and puppets of Mr. Harriman. 

When Mr. Fish'reached that portion of his 
preamble one of the Harriman directors, all 
of whom were fidgeting under his remarks, 
made a motion to adjourn. Mr. Harahan put 
it instantly, declared it carried, and rose to 
leave the meeting, the other directors also 
getting on their feet. 


Motion to Adjourn Brings Storm. 

Mr. Fish was nonplused a moment, but 
presently spoke out vigorously. 

“Gentlemen, you can’t adjougn in the 
middle of a matter of business, he said. 
This is astonishing and surprising. I insist 
that it is contrary to all parliamentary pro- 
cedure, mbre than that, an unheard of breach 
of courtesy, to interpose a motion to adjourn 
in the middle of a director's remarks. I insist 
that this meeting is not adjourned and shall 
proceed with my resolution.”

For whatever reason, how- 
ever, he took the 3:55 train on the Pennsyl- 
vania for Chicago. 


Fish Happy, but Not Talkative. 

Mr. Fish remained in his office until late in 
the afternoon. He was smiling and appar- 
ently composed in mind and he was willing to 
discuss all subjects except one. On that one 
he gave the same answer to all: 

„ will neither confirm nor deny the report 
of anything that took place at the directors’ 
meeting today.“ 

Most of the other directors were quite as 
reticent. From their circle, however, ample 
confirmation of the fight was secured. The 
only difference was one of verbiage and over 
the matter of the motion to adjourn. 

One of the directors was reported as con- 

tending that the motion to adjourn, though 
not put until after Mr. Fish began his re- 
marks, was made before he arose to speak. 
Mr. Harahan accordingly, it was said, acted 
properly in putting the motion. 


Harahan Not Much Damaged. 

A close friend of Mr. Harahan, who saw 
him immediately after the fight with Mr. 
Fish, said tonight that so far as he could see 
Mr. Harahan was undamaged. | 

He told me, said this friend, that when 
the crisis came Fish rushed at him like an 
enraged bull and tried to get him by the 
throat; that he dogged and Fish fastened 
on his coat collar and shook him. He broke

han wasn't sure. I guess everybody was so 
excited that fey don't know just what did 
‘take place.” 7 

Mr. Fish, though long known as a man 
fond of athietic exercise and of great phy» 
ical prowess, has never before, it was said, 
engaged in a fight except on one occasion. 

Several years ago he took hold of a photog- 
rapher who was trying to snap him and Mrs. 
Fish as they were leaving his residence. He 
did not strike the phetegrapher,-but held him 
in one hand while he smashed the camera 
with the other, and then shoved the pho- 
tographer aside with a request that he send 
him a bill for the camera. 


Harahan Refuses to Talk. 
Philadelphia, Pa., Aug. 28.—[Special.]— 
A reporter this evening boarded the Penn- 
syivania train on which James T. Harahan, 
president of the Illinois Central railroad, 
was putting distance between himself and 
Stuyvesant Fish. The reporter got on the 
Ayer at North Philadelphia and found Mr. 
Hardhan in a compartment with another 
man. As the reporter entered Mr. Hara- 
han's companion was saying: 
“ Well, I don't see any marks on you.” 
The mois Central president made no 
answer. He was sitting in a corner of the 
compartment in the shadow. The peak of 
a traveling cap was pulled down so that his 
eyes were hidden. 
What about this scrap that you had with 
Stuyvesant Fish today? he was asked. 


Asks: Has Fish Been Talking?” 

Nothing to say,“ he answered.

CAUSE OF FISH’S BITTERNESS. 

It is not difficult to imagine the bitter- 
ness with which Stuyvesant Fish now re- 
gards President Harahan, his former sub- 
ordinate on the Illinois Central. In the great 
fight which Mr. Fish made against Edward 
H. Harriman last year to retain the presi- 
dency of the Illinois Central, Mr. Harahan 
then vice president, was a powerful factor. 

Mr. Harahan stuck with his friend and 
chief until the victory of Harriman was cer- 
tain. When Harriman finally achieved the 
deposition of Fish from the presidency, 
Harahan was on the winning side of the 
‘directorate and his subsequent election to the 
presidency was clearly understood to have 
‘been the will of Harriman. 

Few men conversant with the conditions 
‘that then existed in the IIImols Central 
doubted that the change was the best thing 

that could happen to the road, but in the first 
flush of excitement and sympathy for Mr. 
Fish a storm of criticism was directed at Mr. 
Harahan for allying himself with the ene- 
mies ot his friend and chief 

This criticism quickly subsided, however, 
when the friends of Mr. Harahan made it 
clear that he did not sell out to Harriman. 
On the contrary, it was shown that against 
Mis own judgment he remained loyal to Mr. 
Fish until his retirement became inevitable 
and not till then did he think of his own 
interests. 


Harahan’s Success Best for Road. 
Ininois Central stockholders, whatever 
their feelings over the retirement of Mr. 
Fish, were convinced that the directors made 
a wise choice in selecting his successor. For 
sixteen years Mr. Harahan had been vice 
president in charge of operation of the II- 
nols Central, and in that time he had worked 
wonders for the road. His service with the 
road was only four years shorter than that of 
Mr. Fish. One thing that made Mr. Hara- 
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fact that most of the minor officials of the | 
road are men who have been appointed to 
their positions by Harahan himself. These 
officials, while they were true to Mr. Fish in 
all things, were not averse to working for Mr. 
Harahan. 

Mr. Harahan’s sixteen years in the service 
of the Illinois Central as its operating head 
also gave him an excellent opportunity to be- 
come acquainted with the stockholders, espe- 
clally the small stockholders, who are legion. 
The love feasts which usually mark the IIII- 
nois Central annual meeting were attended 
sixteen times by the new president, and he 
met personally all of the stockholders who 
attended these meetings. In fact, he knows 
many of them so well as to be able to call 
them by their first names. 


Knows Road, Men, and Polictes. 
He also knows almost every man who 
works for the road. He is familiar with 
every mile of the line, and he knows not 
only the past policy of the road but also the 
ot the other roads with which he must 
compete. 

Ever since the ousting of President Fish 
efforts have been made to obtain expressions 
upon the change from other officials of the 
Illinois Central, but these efforts have been 
in vain. As one official put it, those who 
resent the treatment of Mr. Fish would be 
foolish to put on sackcloth and ashes when 
they are to work under a new president, 
while those who rejoice in Mr. Harahan's 
promotion would be showing rank ingrat- 
itude toward Mr. Fish if they were to show 
their feelings: 

Mr. Harahan took his elevation to the pres- 
idency @f the road .modestly. In a state- 
ment he made on the day of his election he 
said: 

“I need no introduction, I hope, to the 
Illinois Central. For over sixteen years I 
have been.in active charge of the operations 
of the railroad, of both the operating de- 
partment and the traffic department, which 
together comprehended all the dealings and 
relations of the company with its employés 
and with the pubyc. Consequently neither 
of these great classes will meet any strange 
face merely because there has been a change 
in the presidency of the company, and our re- 
lations will continue just the same, 

“The board of directors, upon which the 
law imposes the responsibility, and without 
any solicitation or pledge expressed or im- 
plied on my part, elected me president. I 
have accepted the position, and with the loyal 
support which Tm sure I'll have of every 
employé and officer and the long standing 
friendship and good will of the people along 
the lines and of our patrons generally, the 
commanding position of the company and the 
efficiency of its service will be more than 
maintained.“ 


Road Not Run from Newport Now. 

Since his election he has attended strictly 
to the big. business of being president of the 
Illinois Central. The next annual meeting 
of the company is expected to show how the 
road has préspered under his rule. 

Harahan is not spectacuiar. It was one 
of the motives actuating Harriman in seek- 
ing the deposition of Fish that the Illinois 
Central was too big a business to be run 
from a “ cottage” in Newport. 

Harahan has had no more time for New- 
port since his election than he had during 
the sixteen years he developed the operation 
of the road. N 

And Harahan’s friends say that in all the 
bitter wrangling and stock juggling that 
marked the Fish-Harriman battles and since 
he has never ceased to have the highest per- 
sonal regard for his old chief, whatever may 
have. been his fee‘ing towards him as a rajl- 
road man.

IN VIEW OF VANDERBILT GIRL. 


Daughter of Man for Whom Lunacy 
Inquiry Was Declared Proper Tells 
of Father’s Strange Theories. 


New York, Aug. 28.— Special. ]—The lunacy 
commission which is inquiring into the san- 
ity of Edward Ward Vanderbilt, husband of 
May 8. Pepper, the spiritualist, heard today 
the story of his 20 year old daughter Eva, 
upon whose petition Justice Maddox decided 
that an insanity inquiry was proper. 

Miss Vanderbilt was on the stand most of 
the day and told why she had extracted from 
her father’s desk a batch of letters to her 
father from the spirit Bright Eyes, from Mrs. 
Pepper, and from his dead wife, written to 
him through Bright Eyes, and had engaged 
lawyers to petition for a lunacy commission. 

Through her testimony her lawyers had 
her father’s will, made on Feb. 18 last, 
nearly four months before he married Mrs. 
Pepper, introduced in evidenee. The will 
leaves Mrs. Pepper- Vanderbilt $10,000 cash 
and the two Vanderbilt farms on Long is- 
land, and bequeaths the residue of the estate, 
if there is any, to his two daughters, Mi- 
nerva and Florence. The remaining proper- 
ty is to be distributed at the discretion 
of Mrs. Pepper-Vanderbilt, who is named 
as sole executrix of the will. 

Miss Vanderbilt thus described one of her 
father’s telephone talks with Bright Eyes 
at a time when he had sprained his ankle, 
the telephone bell having rung just as he 
renched the house: 

My father said, Hello, May!’ and My 
ankle's pretty bad.“ Then he started with 
surprise and said: 

„O Bright Eyes! Well, I can hardly tell 
you apart. So you saw me fall and sprain 
my ankle. It was too bad you could not 
hold me up. Good-by! ' 


SECRET MISSION HURRIES 
CANADIAN RULER TO LONDON. 


Lord Strathcona, Lord High Commis- 
sioner of Dominion, Sails from New 
York—Refuses to Discuss Affairs. 


New York, Aug. 28.—Lord Strathcona, lord 
high commissioner of Canada, sailed from 
this city on the steamer Oceanic today en 
route on a hurried trip from Montreal to 
London. He declined to disclose the reasofs 
for his sudden trip. He said: 

When I went to Canada seventy years 
ago it was one tremendous wilderness. By 
the close of the century, if not long before 
that time, she will have a population equal 
to the present population of the United 
States. Then there will be two great coun- 


tries side by side, living, I hope, in the same 


position of amicable regerd that character- 
izes their relations now. 

The greatest strides that Canada has 
made have been in agriculture. The great 
northwest, once the property entirely of the 
Hudson Bay company, to be exploited merely 
for the furs it could supply, is now cut up into 
small farms and ranches. In 1870 there was 
n> wheat grown in the northwest. Last year 
the northwest produced more than 100,000,000 
bushels of wheat and more than 200,000,000 
bushels of other grains.”

Everybody knew him at once, for he is over 6 
feet 3 inches tall and towered far above the 
others in his party. : 

Town Makes Visit Holiday. 

After breakfast the prince and Commo- 
dore Lindberg and several of the other offi- 
cers of the armored cruiser Fylgia, Minis- 
ter Lagerkrantz, and Mr. Wilson started 
for Long Island City, where they caught 
the 11 o' elock train for Oyster Bay. 

It looked as if all Oyster Bay was at the 
depot when the train bearing the prince and 
his party arrived there. The villagers 
turned the day into a sort of holiday, and 
many of the stores and private houses were 
decorated with the entwined American and 
Swedish flags. 

Automobiles awaited the party at the sta- 
tion and no time was lost in starting for 
Sagamore Hill. There the party met, besides 
the president, Secretary of the Treasury Cor- 
telyou and John B. Jackson, the United 
States minister to Persia; Maj. Gen. J. 
Franklin Bell, chief of staff of the United 
States army; Lieut. R. C. Bulmer, U. S. N., 
and Mrs. Bulmer. The luncheon that fol- 
lowed was devoid of formality, and there 
were no speeches or toasts. 


Pleased with Roosevelt. 

When the party returned to Oyster Bay 
to take the 2:53 train for New York, Min- 
ister Lagerkrantz said that the prince had 
been greatly impressed with the personality 
of the president, while Commodore Lind- 
berg declared the president one of the great- 
est men he had ever met and said that every 
one in the party felt the same way. 

Minister Lagerkrantz said that one of the 
principal topics of conversation had been as 
to the best way of training naval officers 
and that every one was impressed with the 
president's intimate knowledge of the eup- 
ject.

Dense smoke from a flue In the Saratoga 
hotel caused almost a panic in the Majestic

Exits Are Thrown Open. 

As soon as the smoke was discovered 
ushers and other employés rushed to the 
exits, which were thrown open, and Stage 
Manager Abe Jacobs turned off the exhaust 
fan, which drew in the smoke. Then Jacobs 
walked from the wings and appeared at the 
center. of the stage. 

„Ladies and gentlemen,“ he announced, 
„the smoke which is filling the theater is 
coming from a chimney across the alley at 
the Saratoga hotel. There is no danger.. 
Keep your seats.“ '

FLOOD THE MAIIS. 


Vain to Check Tide of 
Improper Pictures. 


WANT SOURCE ATTACKED: 


Numerous Shops Selling 
Such Things. 


In the arrest in Philadelphia on Tuesday of 
Gustav P. Lang, accused of dealing in objec- 
tionable post cards under the name of the 
P. C. Novelty company,“ the United States 
postoffice authorities in Chicago received @ 
new incentive to redouble their efforts in this 
city to check the sale of similar matter that 
floods the mails every day. 

For months the postoffice inspectors all: 
over the country have been on a wide crusade 
against the dealers in these picture post cards 
showing scenes of vice and crime before the 
eyes of children,- The difficulty has been in 
tracing back the card to the sender or man- 
ufacturer. Most of the cards are made in 
France or Germany and the name of the 
maker is néver on the cards. 

My men are constantly on the lookout for 
evidence against the manufacturers of these 
pictures,” said Postoffice Inspector James E. 
Stuart yesterday. ‘‘ We have not found any 
case good enough to prosecute 830 far. The 
work of raiding the stores must be taken up 
by the city, for we have no authority until 
they pase through the mails.“ bees 


Thousands Excluded from Mails. 


Thousands of cards and letters of objection- 
able nature are thrown out of the mails in 
Chicago every day, according to the superin- 
tendent of mails. 

There are five men whose only business is 
to look after cards, both written and printed, 
of this sort. Particularly flagrant cases are 
sent up to Inspector Stuart for investigation 
and many writers of letters and cards have 
been prosécuted. 

It is not necessary in these days, however, 
to take any chances with the postal authori- 
tles in mailing suggestive matter. The book 
and stationery stores of the city are filled 
with picture cards of this character. Stands 
for the sale of post cards have sprung up all. 
over the city. Mixed with the comic cards 
and the pictures of fine buildings and city 
Ute, cards are found to gratify the evil taste 
of almost any one. The same cards are found 
in various stores, showing one company is 
responsible for the trade. 

A tour along a few of the downtown and 
west side streets yesterday produced an 
abundance of evidence along this line. There 
ig no pretense at hiding. Window displays, 
drawing boys and girls as a sugar bow! draws 
files, were found on South State and Halsted 
streets, North Clark street, Milwaukee ave- 
nue, and many other thoroughfares. At 
Stein’s book store, 340 South State street, a 
choice collection of art -pictures” was 
found in the window. One entire wall of the 
store is plastered with cards of all descrip- 


tions, 
Bathing Scenes Popular. 


Bathing scenes, in which the participants 
are clothed with about as much raiment as 
Lady Godiva of Coventry fame. are popular. 
Winerooms, vistas, and plain model posing 
are other attractions. There is a great sale 
of these articles. The prices for the cards 
range in proportion to their suggestivenéss. 
A picture of a woman posing with a girdle of 
rope and the apparel of Eve in the garden, 
for instance, sells for 10 cents. Bathing 
scenes are two for Scents. Not one of these 
cards would get through the malls if the 
examiners noticed them. 

At 356 Dearborn street, a cigar store, pict- 
ures are on display showing half nude women 
in bathing and art costumes. en 

Suhling & Co., 107 Dearborn street, have a 
series of pictures showing a man in the 
various stages of lovemaking to a woman 
he is about to photograph. Many pictures of 
semi-nude women are on the countets and in 
the windows. 

P. Schmidt, 177 Dearborn street, has sev- 
eral doubtful pictures on sale. The Crescent 
book store, a place where many school chil- 
dren go, at 198 South Halsted street, has 
some bad pictures. The Chicago Picture 
Supply company at 175 South Halsted street 
carries obectionable cards. 


Police Watch Nickel Theaters. 


The war against immoral pictures in ar- 
cades and against i®@moral scenes on the 
stages of the low variety theaters has been 
carried on vigorously by Chief Shippy’s squad 
of theater and dance hall inspectors under 
the command of Lieut. McDonald. Several 
objectionable seenes have been removed by 
their grders from the 5 cent theaters. A set 
of pictures called The Pickpocket was 
ordered out of a theater at 808 State street. 

At 268 State street Lieut. McDonald’s men 
found pictures representing a “ burglar 
caught in the act and the workings of a 
shoplifter. The manager was ordered to 
cease exhibiting them. There is but little 
work to be done with the dance halls at pres- 
ent, as most of them are closed for the season. 


CHICAGO LAWYER ARRESTED 
ON A CHARGE OF PERJURY. 


Andrew M. Strong Chief Figure in Ex- 
citing Climax to the Quigg Conspir- 
acy Case at Hammond. 


Andrew M. Strong, a Chicago attorney, ap- 
pearing for the prosecution in a conspiracy 
case before Judge W. W. McMahon in the 
Hammond City court, was arrested at the 
close of the trial on a charge of perjury after 
an exciting episode.

Mr. Upham and Mr. Meacham, the other 
members of the board, expressed the sarie 
sentiments. The board has no power to com- 
pel the attendance of any one upon its ges- 
sions, and there is a possibility that Mrs. 
Green may ignore the request entitely. In 
that case there is q counter possibility that 
Mrs. Green may find the assessments on her 
other property m various parts of the oity 
increased from 10 to 80 per gent. 

Protests Her Asse nts. 

Mrs. Green hag filed with the board a pro- 
test against the assessments on the land 
and buildings at the southwest corner of 
Dearborn and Monroe streets and at 185-187 
Wabash avenue.

purposes, but for general city improve- 
ments practically no additional funds 
have been granted by the legislature for 
thirty years. 

The necessary and inevitable result has 
been, first, that many necessary public 
improvements have not been made; and, 
secondly, that the improvements actually 
undertaken have been paid for vut of 
current revenues; so that not only have 
the public improvements of the city been 
inadequate, but the funds available for 
have been depleted. 
The wise principle of public finance that 
the expense of permanent improvements 
should be spread over a considerable pe- 
riod of time, so that each generation may

In all of these cities the debt has been 
incurred largely for the purpose of mak- 
ing important public improvements—'n 
fact, there is no other way in which pub- 
lic improvements can be made, unless the 
citizens wish to bear a tax rate righ 
enough to provide for all necessary mu- 
nicipal services, and at the same time, 
in addition to this, to pay the heavy 
cost of acquiring lands and conducting 
public works. In comparison, then, with 
these other metropolitan communities, 
Chicago has suffered seriously, and will 
continue to suffer until adequate funds 
can be found for the purpose of carrying 
on these necessary improvements. A 
debt, it is true, is not a desirable thing, 
but neither is it desirable to have a great 
city lacking in modern improvements.

The charter provision authorizes the 
city to incur indebtedness not exceeding 
5 per cent of the full value of the tax- 
able property within its limits. On the 
basis of the present valuation this would 
make possible a maximum debt of, in 
round numbers, $105,000,000. The city 
must assume, however, the debt of all the 
governing bodies consolidated with it, and 
there must also be included within this 
5 per cent limit a proportionate share of 
the debt of the county and of the sanitary 
district. "This proportion is determined 
on the basis of the value of the taxable 
property in the city, county, and sanitary 
district. Thus, if the value of the taxa- 
ble property of Chicago is 95 per cent of 
the value of the taxable property of the 
county, then 95 per cent of the debt of 
the county must be included for pur- 
poses of determining the 5 per cent max- 
imum figure. The present aggregate ot

local indebtedness. 

It is further provided that each issus 
of bonds must be approved by a refer- 
endum vote of the people. At present no 
such indication of popular approval is 


required for the issue of city bonds. This | 


will enable the citizens and taxpayers to 
control closely the increase of the city 
debt, and prevent extravagant or unwise 
expenditure of public funds. Contrary 
to general belief, it has not been the ex- 
perience of other cities that bond issues 
were voted as a matter of form by the 
citizens, but in many cases serious oppo- 
sition has been made, and in most in- 
stances there has been more or less thor- 
ough discussion of the policy proposed, 
and of the means and measures.

At the present time Chicago stands in 
urgent need of many public improve- 
ments. The proposed lake front park 
system will require the expenditure of 
considerable sums of money. The de- 
velopment of the small park system will 
also call for additional funds. School 
sites and buildings have for many years 
been paid from current taxes, and should 
now be provided for by means of bond 
issues. A new city hall should be con- 
structed without delay. Engine houses 
and fire stations are in many cases in 
need, either of repair or of yeconstruc- 
tion. With an additional bond-incurring 
power, it will be possible to undertake 
these improvements as fast as the city 
may desire. If the charter is rejected 
public improvements must remain at a 
standstill until other and similar legis- 
lation can again be obtained. 

All things considered, there are few 
wiser investments that the city can make 
than public improvements, well planned 
and economically exeeuted. The boule- 
vn ds and parks and public buildings of 
many European cities—notably of Paris 
—although expensive, have nevertheless 
proved in the long run a source of great 
advantage to the city. Not only does the 
beauty of the city contribute to the satis- 
faction of its citizens, but it is also a 
distinctly commercial asset. Thousands 
of tourists and travelers are annually 
helping to defray the cost of the public

Health Commissioner Evans took drastic 
action yesterday in his endeavor to prevent 
spreading of contagion from children’s dis- 
eases. He revoked the license of C. Bacigalu- 
po, an undertaker at 200 Forquer street, for 
a violation of the burial ordinance. 

Saloonkeepers lose their licenses occasion- 
ally and wab drivers and peddlers often, but 
to take one away from an undertaker is a 
rare thing. 

Bacigalupo’s offense was in burying the 
body of Cornelia Cloveni, a little girl who 
recently died of the measles at the Home for 
Destitute Cripples, 6f which she was an in- 
mate. The undertaker took the body from 
the institution to the home of her parents in 
the crowded Nineteenth ward tenement dis- 
trict inhabited by Italians, and the funeral 
wae held there. , 

All the neighbors, with their children, at- 
tended, and how many were exposed to con- 
tagion only future cases can show. Dr. 
Heckard, head of the city bureau of vital 
statistics, recommended the punishment of 
the undertaker as Boon as he heard of the 
case, and after further examination Evans 
acted on the recommendation. 

“The undertaker was simply spreading 
eontagion all over the neighborhood,” said 
Dr. Heckard. How serious the results will 
be we cannot tell until the returns are all in. 
We have sent out to fumigate and disinfect 
not only the house to which the body was 
taken but all persons we can find have been 
exposed. It is a difficult neighborhood to 
work in, however, and children are numer- 
ous there.“

I hold that when 
the president of the United States violates his 
trust it is the duty of the American Bar asso- 
ciation to criticise him.” : 


Bryce on Common Law. 
The event of the convention was the an- 
nual address of British Ambassador James 
Bryce on “ The Influence of National Char- 
acter and Historical Environment on the 
Development of the Common Law.” 
Mr. Bryce characterized the common law 
as being the common possession of the 
United States and England, and a bond of 
sympathy between the two peoples whose 
value can hardly be overrated. Tracing its 


origin, he described it as having sprung from 


strong men. A bulwark of English freedom, 
he said, had been the right of every citizen to 
be tried by his peers, but we in England 
have no longer that confidence in the wisdom 
of a jury in certain classes of civil actions 
which we once had, and the tendency of re- 
cent years has been to narrow the sphere of 
its employment.” | 

The report of the committee on the copy- 
right bill stated that of the measures pend- 
ing in the senate and house the senate meas- 
ure was broader. It extends the copyright 
to include all classes of works taking in the 
writings df an author, and recognizes the 
right of property in all the works of an au- 
thor before as well as after publication.

SUDDEN DEATH COMES TO 
CHARLES J. HAINES, PIONEER. 


Stricken While in Office of Tobey Fur- 
niture Company, He Expires in 
Three Hours. : 


Charles J. Haines, a pioneer resident of 
Chicago, died suddenly from heart disease in 
the offices of the Tobey furniture company at 
1:45 o’clock yesterday afternoon.

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AN OVERWORKED COMMISSION. 
Mr. Charles ‘A. Prouty, interstate com- 
merce commissioner, has made a sensible 
suggestion to the National Bar associa- 
tion. He advocates a division of the com- 
mission or the creation of a new execu- 
tive department at Washington to relieve 
the commission of some of its duties.

REGULATING MOTOR BOATS. 

Inſſuenced by many complaints about 
violations of the law by motor boats in 
the Kill van Kull, which separates the 
borough of Richmond from New Jersey, 
government officials in New York gave a 
day to av examination of the situation. 
Over sixty of the power boats were 
stopped and inspected. It was found that 
90 per cent of them fell short of the law’s 
requirements. Some of them were inade- 
quately equipped, some of them not

)\. equipped at all. 


There were boats of good size carrying 


1 as many as seventeen persons which had 


no life preservers aboard. Many of them 
carried no lights at all. Many had no 
heense. There were boats without a 
name and others with tie name paluted 


in such a way as not to be clearly dis 


tinguishable. Ignorance of the law was 
discovered in nearly every case. Private 
pleasure boats which had more than a 
dosen guests of the owner aboard wove 


| _ found entirely without the commonest de. 
_ ¥ices for safety in case of accident. 


Incidentally the government Officials 
were astonished to find how many motor 
boats were used. The ‘business of manu- 
facturing such craft has developed greatly 
curing recent years. The law is clear in 
connection with passenger carrying boats. 
They must have certain specified équip- 
ment and must conform to the usual rules 
of the water as to passing or crossing in 
‘front of another vessel. Many of the 
owners of pleasure boats which do not 
carry passengers for hire seemed to fer 
that they did not come under the reguia- 
tous applying to vessels engaged in regu- 
lar business. | 

Judging from complaints made in Chi- 
ago, there is need of attention to the 
same thing on Lake Michigan and in the 
river.

The legal profession does not need a 
formal code of ethics so much as it does a 
more lively sense of the defects in the 
courts and the laws through which many 
criminals escape and others are enabled 
to delay their punishment. The great 
legal question of the day is ignored by the 
body that should have made it the first 
subject to be considered. 


THE DECLINE OF’ CANFIELD. 

At last the warnings sent out in its dis- 
tress by Wall street have been realized, 
and the country, or at least a section of 
the country, has the opportunity of see- 
ing some of the depressing results of the 
recent flurry in the stock market. Mr. 
Richard Canfield has announced bis 
intention of selling his famous Saratoga 
club and of depriving the celebrated 
watering place of its aristocratic gambling 
privileges. He informs the startled world

mined to give up both Saratoga and. gam- 
bling. To this conclusion lie has been 
forced by the stringency in the money aud 
stock market, which has deprived him »f 
his best customers. 

Thus we may see how far predicted 
ruin has falleh upon the United States 
and how much the country staggers under 
the frightful blow. It is true that in 
certain other and minor respects we are 
worrying along quite comfortably. A gen- 
eral measure of prosperity seems to pre- 
vail in staid industrial circles. We have 
not heard that laboring men are with 
drawing their funds from savings banks 
or that the deposits in the savings institu- 
tions have been depleted by the demands 
of the ravening olf. 


a lamentable failure and that the farmer 
gloomily contemplates desolation and star- 
vation. Communities in general are going 
on with the usual order of business; 
everybody finds work to do and money to 
earn, and raiment and food are abundant- 
ly at hand for all who possess the neces- 
sary stimulus to acquire them. 

But in spite of these accumulating 
tokens the agonized and warning cry of 
Wall street has not been without vindica- 
tion. Mr. Canfield has succumbed and 
gambling has received a crnel stab in the 
house of its friends. This may well make 
us pause, even.if we neglect to shudder. 
Are we, as a nation, justified in continu- 
ing a crusade which cripples and, per- 
haps, eventualy impoverishes our (Can: 
fields, shuts up our gambling resorts, and 
does away with our gaming tables? Did 
we take these calamities seriously and 
properly into account when we began the 
campaign which has been marked so early 
by so distressing an incident? 

THE SHOE AND LEATHER FAIR. 

The second annual shoe and leather 
fair, which opened here yesterday, called 
attention to the importance of the shoe 
and leather interests in this country and 
the relation which Chicago bears to those 
interests. This is the great central mar- 
ket from which shoes and other leather 
goods are distributed over the central and 
middle west. The manufactures of Chi- 
cago are important, although the suprem- 
acy still rests with the east. The reve- 
lation made in these lines will surprise 
many Chicagoans who attend the fair. 

The value of the boots and shoes man- 
ufactured in this country during the year 
1905 was $320,000,000. The exportation 
of leather, boots, and shoes during the 
last fiscal year amounted to $45,000,000. 
The export trade of the United States in 
these lines Is steadily growing, but it does 
not yet come anywhere near the value of 
the home market. The export trade inter- 
ests Chicago to some extent. The home 
trade concerns Chicago vitally. The cen- 
ter of the population of the United. States 
is in Indiana, nearer to Chicago than to 
any other large city, and in these days of 
ready made shoes so small a portion of 
the demand for shoes is met by local 
shoemakers that it is no exaggeration to 
say that half the United States is sup- 
plied by way of Chicago.

Manufac- 
turers with too little capital or who make 
rash experiments may meet with failure.

Their 
home trade is all they could wish, and in 
five years their foreign trade has risen 
from $4,000,000 to $10,000,000,

In order to realize what the effect of this 
new statute will be it need only be pointed 
out that each wear since 1835 there have been 
many hundreds of marriagce which were not 
marriages owing to the statutory prohibition 
of unions’ with a deceased wife’s sister, and 
that there have been thousands upon thou- 
sands of children born who have been brand- 
ed until now with illegitimacy. Many of 
them have belonged to families of the titled 
and untitled aristocracy and have deen 
barred, by reason of the stigma on their 
birth, from any participation in the family 
honors or entailed landed property. 

‘ — 

Among the many other dis advantages to 
which a person of illegitimate birth is sub- 
jected in Great Britain is that in the event of 
dying without making a will and without 
issue, whatever property he may have be- 
comes forfeited to the crown, since no mat- 
ter how, many brothers, or sisters, or neph- 
ews, or nieces he may have they have no 
right whatsoever to his estate, as he is sup- 
posed in the eyes of the law to be without 
relatives. 

Among the many whose birth is thus legit- 
imized are the two younger children of the 
Hon. John Collier, the well known painter 
and academician, whose dramatic picture, 
entitled“ The Cheat,” was the sensation of 
the Royal academy exhibition two years ago. 
John Collier, who is the only brother of Lord 
Monkswell, and in the line of. succession to 
his peerage and entailed estates, married first 
one daughter of the celebrated scientist, Prof. 
Huxley, and after her death his wife's sister, 
going abroad for the purpose. 

His only son by his first marriage, Joyce 
Collier, now 23 years of age, has, of course, 
always been regarded as legitimate and in 
the line of sutcession to the Monkswell peer- 
age. But Lawrence Collier, the painter s son 
by his second marriage, has until now been, 
like his sister Joan, branded with the stigma 
of illegitimacy, from which they will hence- 
forth be free. This is only one of many hun- 
dreds of similar instances of the same kind 
that exigt in the aristocracy, where the name 
and fortune will be affected by the new law. 


„ 


If the date of 1838 has been set as the ex- 
tent of the retroaction of the new law, it is 
because it Was in that year that the so-called 
Lyndhurst act was passed pronouncing in- 
valid all marriages with deceased wife's 
sisters contracted thenceforth. It was 
drawn up and carried through parliament by 
the lord high chancellor of the day, Lord 
Lyndhurst. Up to that time marriages with 
deceased wife’s sisters were voidable, though 
not ab initio void, that is to say; marriages 
of this kind were valid until annulled by 
the ecclesiastical courts, which took no ac- 
tion unless any one went to the trouble of 
setting the tribunal in nrotion. 

In order to appreciate how the matter 
stood in those days, I may mention that for 
a time the claims of the present Lord Bar- 
nard to his peerage and to the possession of 
Raby castie and th valuable estates which 
go therewith were placed i doubt owing to 
the fact that he was descended from the gec- 
ond Lord Barnard’s grandson, Morgan Vane, 
and from thé latter's third wife, Catherine 
Brooks, who had been the sister of his second 
wife, Sarah Brooks. 

The committee of privileges of the house of 
lords, after lengthy deliberation extending 
over a period of many months, came to the 
conclusion that at the time when Morgan 
Vane married his deceased wife's sister such 
unions were voidable, though not of them- 
selves void, and that therefore Morgan 
Vane's son by his third wife was legitimate; 
thanks to which the present Lord Barnard is 
now a peer of the realm, master of Raby 
castle, and in possesslon of an income of 
$250,000 a year. 5 


— 

Lord Lydnhurst’s initiation of the act of 
1835, which bears his name, was due to his 
anxiety to oblige his intimate friend, the 
seventh duke of Beaufort. The latter had 
in June, 1822, married his deceased wife's 
half sister, that is to say, her sister by the 
same mother. He had no male issue by his 
first marriage, but an only son by his second 
marriage, who became the eighth duke, and 
father, therefore, of the present duke. The 
geventh duke had an only brother, Lord 
Granvitie Somerset, who it was known would 
raise questions as to the right of the duke’s 
gon to succeed to the title and eg@tatesg on the 
ground of his being the issue of a union for- 
bidden by law. 

The duke, who was devoted to his son, was 
especially anxious that there should be no 
question about hig right to the peerages and 
entailed estates, and with this object in view 
got his friend, Lord High Chancellor Lynd- 
hurst, to devise the Lyndhurst act, which 
legalized all marriages then existing with 
deceased wife’s sisters, but made Illegal all 
such uniong contracted thereafter. Having 
accomplished this, the duke then proceeded 
to propritiate his brother by settling upon 
him a large sum of money, as well as a con- 
siderable amount of the unentailed estates. 
Lord Granville Somerset left three sons and 
two daughters, and as the sons have no male 
issue all the property thus alienated from 
the ducal house of Beaufort will pass out of 
the family to the children of Lord Granville’s 
married daughters.

I suppose that it is hardly necessary to 
state that there would never have been any 
objection to marriages with deceased wife's 
sisters, which are allowed by the Catholic 
and Orthodox Greek churches, and in all 
other countries of the world, had it not been 
for the desire on the part of Henry VIII. to 
create an excuse for the annulment of hie 
marriage to Queen Catherine of Arragon, 
who had been the promised wife of his elder 
brother. It was solely to enable him to get 
rid of Catherine and to be thus free to wed the 
fascinating Anne Boleyn that he caused 
marriages with deceased wife’s sisters to be 
forbidden by law and also by the Church of 
England. 

In mentioning the support given by the 
present king and all the members of the royal 
family to the deceased wife’s sister bill now 
enacted (on several occasions prior to his 
accession to the throne Edward VII., while 
prince of Wales, his son as duke of York, 
his brothers, and the late duke of Cambridge 
all voted as members of the house of lords in 
favor of the bill) none of the newspapers give 
the reason for this attitude on the part of 
the reigning house toward the measure. 

It was due to Queen Victoria, who, had it not 
been for the Lynahurst law, now repealed, 
would have brought about a marriage be- 
tween her widowed son-in-law, the late grand 
duke of Hease, and her youngest daughter, 
Princess Beatricé, mother of the present 
queen of Spain. It was a match upon which 
her heart was set and which would have pro- 
vided the grand duke’s motherless girls with 
a suitable guardian in place wf her dead 
daughter, the grand duchess Alice. Princess 
Beatrice was fond of her brother-in-law, the 
grand duke of Hesse, and of the latter’s chil- 


dren, and it was only after she had realized 


that many years would elapse before the 
English law could be go modified as to permit 
of her marriage with the grand duke that she 
gave her hand to Prince Henry of Batten-

In Argentina, for example, the same po- 
litical situation exists as in the United 
States. The president of the republic has 
served for two terms. Should Mr. Roose- 
velt be renominated and re#lected a prece- 
dent would be established which Argentine 
statesmen probably would take advantage 
of. What is true of Argentina, one of the 
most advanced countries in Latin America, 
would be true of other republics, all of which 
have modeled thelr constitutions and cus- 
toms upon those of the United States.

Fear Reversion to Monarchy. 

South American politicians say that with 
the third term precedent broken, nothing 
would stand in the way of a man running 
for a fourth and even a fifth term. The 
result Consequently would be the establish- 
ment in the western hemisphere of monarchy 
conditions, which in the past it has been the 
aim of this country to prevent. 

It is interesting to see the keen attention 
bestowed by South American diplomats upon 
American politics and policies. It would 
seem they try to benefit by the mistakes 
made here, but as a matter of fact the dis- 
position is to do whatever the United States 
does, without waiting to ascertain the effect. 
Mexico has gone ahead of this country in the 
government and control of railroads, but no 
other southern republic is following her 
example. On the other hand, they are wait- 
ing to find out what the United States will do. 

For this reason, ministers from pan- 
America are making reports constantly upon 
various developments in the president’s rail- 
road and corporation policies, so their gov- 
ernments can adopt them before the great 
evils disclosed in the United States have ap- 
peared within their respective confines. The 
administration, therefore, is affecting by its 
attitude not only the United States and the 
foreigners who hold American securities, L-. 
the entire western hemisphere. 


Se 


Explains Secretary Root’s Policy. 


It is appreciation of the relative character 
of American action that is responsible for 
Secretary Root’s policy of consideration for 
the southern republics. Some days ago Am- 
bassador Choate, in connection with the 
preparation of his arbitration plan, named 
Brazil among the second class powers. 
Though Brazil is entitled to rank as a first 
class power in the American hemisphere, her 
state of undevelopment and military weak- 
ness justified Mr. Choate’s classification. 

When news of what the American ambas- 
sador had done reached Rio de Janeiro it 
caused an outburst of patriotic anger and 
immediate representations to the United 
States. It was learned today that Secretary 
Root, in order to smooth the ruffied sensi- 
bilities. of our southern neighbors, instructed 
Ambassador Choate by cable to rank Brazil 
among the first class powers, and this has 
been done. Probably Brazil will be highly 
pleased at this action, and, of Course, no ob- 
jection will be made by the powers which 
really belong to the first class; but those re- 
maining in the second class may be expected 
to come forward with a demand that their 
claims to sit higher up in the counciLof the 
world be granted. . 

Altogether, it was a performance which is 
mot calculated to raise the dignity of any 
one involved, and unquestionably it has 
caused a good many smiles at The Hague and 
in the retreat on the Hudson where Secretary 
Root is exercising. So far as this govern- 
ment is concerned, it is perfectly willing to 
say that all pan-America occupies the same 
plane as the United States. Indeed, the ob- 
ject of Secretary Root's trip to South 
America last year and his proposed visit to 
Mexico was to give the southern republics 
this amiable recognition. 
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Jealousy in South Dispelled. 

A feeling had grown that the United States 
regarded itself as superior to other nations 
in,the western hemisphere, and this caused 
jealousy and suspicion which President 
Roosevelt and Secretary Root deemed it de- 
sirable to dispel. Mr. Root went to Brazil, 
Uruguay, Argentina, Chile, Peru, Ecuador, 
Panama, and Colombia, treating every na- 
tion exactly alike, making the same kind of 
pleasant speéclies, and assuring them of the 
earnest friendship ot the American people. 
The republics thus honored accepted the 
American tribute with gratification. 


There is no question the effect has been an | 


improvement in the political relations, 
though commercially it has been absolutely 
nil. Reports have been pubiished from time 
to time in the Latin-American press that 
Brazil had arranged an alliance with the 
United States. Of course, this report is abso- 
lutely untrue, because the United States can 
make no entangling alliances and would not 
do so with a South American republic. 
Nevertheless the report was useful to Bra- 
zilian policy, and Mr. Choate’s action conse- 
quently Was more ruffling than probably oth- 
erwise would have been the case, 

It is believed Secretary Root’s instruction 
will alleviate all ill feeling and restore the 
old sentiments of mutual esteem that have 
prevailed between the two countries. Secre- 
tary Root’s disapproval of Mr. Choate's clas- 
sification does not extend to the real features 
of his arbitration plan. The administration 
is entirely satisfied with the way Mr. Choate 
and other members of the commission have 
handled the difficult questions which have 
been considered by The Hague conference, 
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„ PRAGMATISM.” 
From the Outlook.! 

There is a word that has been much ban- 
died about in intellectual circles during re- 
cent months. Few people know what it 
means, and until now only a few have seemed 
to care. Yet one of its interpreters prophe- 
sies that it will create a commotion in the 
world of thought beside which the fight over 
Darwinism will be as a kindergarten gamedo 
college football. It will be worth living to 
ser! he exclaims. : 

The word is “ pragmatism,” and it repre- 
sents a new phase of philosophic thought, or 
a new spiritual tendency, as one may choose 
to call it. Its prophet in chief in America 
is the eminent psychologist, William James, 
who has given up his Harvard professorship 
to devote himself to its propaganda. He is 
not the only American thinker who has be- 
come enamored of the new theory. Prof. 
Dewey, formerly of Chicago university, now 
of Columbia, and Dr. Paul Carus, the schol- 
arly editor of the Monist and the Open Court, 
have both evinced a large degree of sympa- 
thy with pragmatism. The idea has taken 
root {n several foreign countries. 

According to Edwin E. Slosson, literary 
editor of the New York Jndependent, the es- 
gence of pragmatism is action. It valnes 
Ideas,“ he explains, by their consequences. 
Those that have no consequences it casts 
out of consideration.” 

This statement has been amplified by Prof. 
James in two further formulas which he 18 
repeating in his lectures and articles—name- 
ly: () “The only meaning or truth is the 
possibility of verification by experience; 
and (2) “ True is the term applied to what- 
ever it is practically profitable to believe.”

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CARNEGIE LAUDS THE KAISER; 


COMPARES HIM TO CROMWELL 


Says Emperor Is Most Energetic Force 
in Empire Which Refiects Power in 
Industrial Growth. 


BERLIN, Aug. 28.—Andrew Carnegie’s es- 
timate of Emperor William, probably derived 
from his personal interviews with his majesty 
at Kiel in June last, will appear in a period- 
ical, the Morgen, tomorrow, under the title 
of “ Emperor William's Economic Mission.“ 

Mr. Carnegie recalls the remark Cardinal 
Richelieu made te. ng Louis XIII. one day: | 

A great man has arisen in England, your. 
majesty.” His name is. Cromwell.“ 

Continuing, Mr. Carnegie says: 

I may say that a great man has arisen in 
Germany—the emperor. It is impossible to 
follow his deeds without feeling that here is a 
personality. here isa power which is able to 
do good or evil in the world. Hitherto he 
has given Germany a stimulus to industrial 
activity. German ships are the fastest on 
the ocean, and Germany's waterways are 
being developed according to his plans and 
soon will play an important röle in the in- 
ternal development of Germany. The em- 
peror’s head and hand assisted in making 
Germany the second largest steel producer in 
the world. He is at once the emperor and the 
vital energy of the empire.“ 

Mr. Carnegie then refers to the excellence 
of the German constitution and expresses 
wonder at the faet that the emperor is not 
willing to develop it further, as under this 
constitution the Germans have attained so 
powerful a position, economically and po- 
tically.” 

Mr. Carnegie advocates a union of the Eu- 
ropean states for the maintenance of peace, 
saying: 

Such amalgamations of peoples, once 
merely the dream of poets, are bound to come 
some time as the race progresses. 

As the emperer of Russia took the initia- 
tive towards insuring the general peace of 
the world by calling The Hague conference, 


so the other mighty emperor, inspired by 


thoughts that he owes it to himself and Ger- 
many to play a leading role on the great Eu- 
ropean stage, may some day appear as the 
liberator of the continent from the pressure 
that bears heavily upon it and free it from 
the pale, paralyzing fear of war and annihi- 
lation between the members of the same 
body.“ ©

No woman can be pretty, no matter how 
perfect her features may be, if her teeth are 
yeliow and neglected looking. A feally beau- 
tiful woman loses all her loveliness the mo- 
ment she speaks if her teeth are bad, while 
a plain woman often appears © fascinatin ng 
when she laughs or shows her teeth. The 
chief causes of decay in teeth are an accqumu- 
lation of tartar upon them and the retention 
1 portions of food between the teeth, 
which,’ by py. termentation that reacts on the 
enamel, disintegrating it, causes decay. 

= preserve the teeth and save dentists’ 
bills, one should remove by perfect cleanH- 
ness these deposits before they hgve time to 
work: mischief. Brushing the teeth is not 
merely rubbing a brush across them. In- 
stead, it is more important to rub the brush 
up and down between the cracks. After each 
meal dental floss should be drawn between, 
taking out the particles that a brush cannot 
remove. Under no circumstances should a 
toothpick or hard point be used, for it wil] 
loosen a filling or scratch the enamel. 
Though brushing should be done vigorously, 
care must be taken not to injure or weaken 
the gums. That will cause them to draw 
away from the tooth, exposing the root. 
This is more apt to happen to eyé teeth, which 
are on the turn of the mouth. Little can be 
done to e tooth thus exposed, or to receding 
gums. 

Nothing is better for cleaning once in a 
while than finely powdered pumige stone. 
With an orange wood stick, wet and dipped 
lightly in the powdered pumice, one should 
scour the teeth thoroughly, neglecting not 
even the least little crevice. 

When the tartar is obstinate wet the stick 
in lemon juice, dip in the pumice stone, and 
sur the teeth. Follow this by rinsing the 
mouth with lime water to neutralize the acid 
of the lemon juice, so it cannot harm the 
enamel of the teeth. 

Teeth naturally strong, and white require 
only simple cleaning powders, and an ex- 
cellent one to make at home is composed of 
two ounces of gum. hor, two ounces of 
precipitated chalk, and three ounces.of orris 
root. Mix the camphor in a mortar witha 
few drops of alcohol, add the powdered orris 
root; mix, and strain several times through 
the finest sieve to be had. The quantity of 
ingredients, of course, can be reduced. Cam- 
phor is excellent for the teeth and gums. It 
is not a bad plan to wach out the mouth each 
time after taking food with a little alkaline 
wash, as, for instance, a few grains of bicar- 
bonate of soda ina wineglass of water.

It cannot,“ he said, find a market for 
securities in the face of state legislation 
tending to reduce its rates below the point 
where it can earn the money to pay for the 
necessary improvements.”
